PORTLAND CEMENT 
MARKING.

A Board of Trade committee heard an an 
plication under the Merchandise Marks Act 
at the Board s offices in London last week by 
the Institution of Cement Manufacturers for 
an order providing that imported Portland 
cement should be required to bear an indica 
tion of its origin. The respondents were the 
National Federation of Building Trades Em- 
plovers. 

Mr. Roland Oliver, K.C., said that the In 
stitution of Cement Manufacturers comprised 
33 firms and represented the vast majority of 
Portland cement producers and the great bulk 
of cement users. 

The.applicants said that no one could tell 
by looking at a Portland cement Lag whether 
the cement was made in Belgium, in England, 
or anywhere else That could only be deter- 
mined by analysis. It would be very easy to 
mark foreign cement bags so that purchasers 
should know what they were buying. Cement 
was an article that could be used as a subject 
for fraud, and it was easy to put a stencil 
mark on the bags to show the origin of its 
manufacture. 

Mr. E.. C. Charlton, managing director of 
British Portland ‘Cement Manufacturers, 
limited. said that British Portland cement 
was made to a British standard specification. 

Replying to a question. by the Chairman, 
whether a builder could tell the origin of the 
cement he bought, Mr. Charlton said he «id 
not think so Some foreign cement bags bore 
brand marks. 

Mr. W. R. Barlow, secretary of the Cement 
Marketing Company, said that American 
white Portland cement had been successfully 
made tn England. It was a. very expensive 
article, and was used for surfacing buildings 
and making artificial steps. 

The respondents alleged that one of the 
objects of the application for a marketing 
erder was to raise a presumption of 
inferiority in the strength and quality of im- 
ported Portland cement, and so discourage 
its use in the United Kingdom, which might 
have the effect of the price of British cement 
being increased. 

Mr. Isaac E. Jones, assystant secretary C1 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, said that all British cement was 
marked “ British,” or bore a brand well 
known as British. Any. mark on cement de- 
noting that it came from abroad would create 
a prejudice which at present did not exist. 

Mr. Malcolm Hilberv, K.C., said that most

British manvfacturers were responsible for 
4.000000 tons of cement a year. last year

NEW LIFT IN WESTMINSTER 
CATHEDRAL. 


—+— 

Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of Westmins- 
ter, was among those who attended the open- 
ing of the new tower * lift at Westminster 
Cathedral, and ascended in it to the 185 feet 
high campanile. The Cardinal had previously 
conducted a ceremony of blessing the lift, 
which has taken seven months to instal, and 
is one of the highest in - any building in 
Europe. 

It is driven by a 25-h.p. motor, and can 
carry ten passengers up to the campanile at a 
speed of 350ft. a minute. 

The gallery at the top of the tower, which 
is the highest vantage point in London, is 
reached by the existing circular stairway from 
the campanile. 

The lift takes one high Nelson’s 
Column, in Trafalgar square, which is exactly 
185ft. high. The total height of the tower 
is 285ft. | 

Extraordinary precautions have been taken 
to ensure safety. The lift is fitted -with a 
specially-designed system of automatic control, 
and even if the electric current failed it could 
be worked by hand. Further, the driver can 
telephone from the lift to the ground floor 
and also fo the motor room. 

The total cost of the lift and the work of 
installing it was ahout £3,000. The charge 
for using it is ls. ner person. The charge 
for walking up was 6d.

EXPERIMENTAL CONCRETE 
ROAD, 


-— 


Arterial road construction is very much in 
the public mind just now, and it may not 
be generally known that the Ministry of 
Transport has during the past few years 
availed itself of opportunities offered by 
similar work to relieve unemployment, to 
ascertain by practicai experiment the best 
methods of providing satisfactory highways 
to meet the demands of present-day road 
transport. 

One of these practical. experiments was 
the laying of the Bexley Heath by-pass, the 
work being commenced in 1924 and com- 
pleted early in 1928. The road 1s, ci course, 
a concrete road—vconcrete being the only 
building material of sufficient strength and 
durability to stand up to the enormous 
weight and pounding of heavy motor trans- 
port. But there are many ways of laying 
concrete roads, and in building the Bexley 
Heath by-pass ‘‘ the carriage-way was divided 
into thirty-three sections and of these 
twenty-two were carried out on the ‘alternate 
bay’ method, with a number of variations, 
and on the remaining eleven sections the 
concrete was deposited or the ‘continuous’ 
method.”

SCHEME. 


More than £6,000,000 will be required to 
be spent if the proposal to. construct a road 
bridge over the Firth of Forth is carried into 
effect. This is revealed in a preliminary re- 
port prepared by engineers, who recently 
carried out a survey with a view to ascertain- 
ing the feasibility of the scheme. 

Three sites, it is stated, have been studied 
—No, 1, practically a mile above the present 
Forth Bridge, close to the dredged changel 
leading to Rosyth Dockyard; No. 2, on the 
downward side of the Forth Bridge and close 
alongside of it; and No. 3, about a mile 
downstream ‘from the Forth Bridge. 

Site No. 1 was abandoned, the Admiralty 
being likely to oppose a bridge here. Site 
No. 2 was regarded as likely to be objected 
to by the London and North-Eastern Rail- 
way Company on account of its proximity to 
the Forth Bridge, and Site No. ó is recom- 
mended as the most suitable. 

The proposed bridge is of the suspension 
type, which has been adopted not only on 
account of its graceful appearance, but be- 
cause of its economy.

THE BOG ASPHODEL. 


Of all the flowers on the island the Bog 
Asphodel (Narthecium ossifragum) is un- 
doubtedly the loveliest. I have recognised 
him always, even scattered in our English 
ge the most perfect in. form and 

of all wild flowers: The gloriously 
olden individual, erect as a spear, his 
ittle star-sha blossoms flecked with 
red anthers, his stiff stem of a warm 
orange hae, yet, for all that stiffness, 
graceful as any reed—this flower has a 
royal bearing among the grass and 
tussocks and his other bog companions. 
In the Kerry bogs, where I saw him every 
day in masses, I began to realise anew the 
beauty of his colour; it was as if I had 
hitherto observed him with eyes but half- 
awakened. All yellow flowers, the butter- 
cup and sunflower, marsh marigold and 
celandine, are pools of sunshine, burnished 
and rejoicing, flashing forth the light 
wherever they may raise or hang their 
heads. ey are momentary reflections 
of the great light-giver, upon whose golden 
dise no human eye may gaze. The 
asphodel has another aes —something 
of restraint and stored up beauty that

There are 
daisies on the turf and mouse-cared 
chickweed and a common thistle and two 
hawkweeds, and, on the rocks above high- 
water mark, that fairesf of the primrose 
family, the lovely Glaux maritima. 
Alas! it is already summer, and his 
luminous black eyes are faded now until 
another spring shall reawaken them.

Last of all, in the ruins of an ancient 
chapel, were the mauve-starred Spergula 
rubra, the sea-fern Asplenium marinum 
and the eranny-loving Trichomanes. 
Sheep’s-sorrel and Germander Speedwell 
grow within the ruined walls; thrift. and 
pennywort fill niches in the upper storey, 
whence they look out as from an eyrie on 
blue sea and a world of sunshine. 
Now I would ‘ike to return to see if 
the lazy marsh St. John’s-wort has 
opened his petals, but the tide is flowifhe 
and I must leave the island while it is 
yet a peninsula. The wom4n who gave 
me lodging—round-faced, full of homely 
wisdom, a Jover of flowers ard something 
of a botanist—-told me how an expert came 
there once, talking much of Simethis 
bicolor. “ Why, shure ’tis a weed on the 
hill,” she assured him. ‘‘ It cannot be,” 
he said; '“indeed, 1’d gladly vive a pair 
of gloves to anyone who would show me 
a plant.” So she took him up to the hill; 
and, sure enough, at Christmas there came 
two lovely pairs of gloves. She 
went with them “3 the Miss O’Sullivans 
of the O'Sullivan demesne. ‘‘ Indeed, 
but they wouldn’t cover my big toe 
between them, and I’d be glad if you'd 
give me a decent pair for the two.”

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ELECTRICITY CHARGES 
IN LIMERICK. 


DR. McLAUGHLIN’S STATE. 
MENT. 


A meeting in connection with the electricity 
charges fixed for Limerick by the Shannon 
Electricity Supply Board was held in the 
Limerick (hachar of Commerce yesterday, 
Mr J. Cleeve, President, in the chair. 

was a large attendance, and Dr. 
McLaughlin, manager of the Electricity Sup- 
ply Board, was present by invitation to sup- 
ply information on matters which might re- 
quire elucidation. 

HIGHER CHARGES FEARED. 

Dr. O'Sullivan said that on a consumption 
of 230 units the charge was £12 13s. 4d., and 
under the new charge it would work out at 
£15 3s. 1ld., an increase of about £2 10s. 
It appeared to him that the economical man 
would have to pay for the extravagant user. 

Mr. A. Blood Smythe, solicitor, instanced 
the case of a solicitor’s office, which did not 
burn eleetricity for more than three or four 
months of the year, and yet on a heavy 
valuation would have to pay for light that it 
did not burn. His valuation was £50, and he 
calculated that he would be paying 2d. more 
per unit under the new as compared with the 
present system. 

Captain Shaw said that in his firm’s bacon 
factory there would be an increase of 100 per 
cent. 

Mr. M. J. Russell said that if it could be 
shown that electricity was cheaper than coke 
or gas it would be used, as they all wished 
well to the Shannon scheme. 

Mr. J. Gleeson, speaking for the licensed 
trade, said that there should be a flat rate 
of four or five prices. At the initiation of 
the scheme they were told that light would 
cost only 1jd. and power jd. a unit. 

DR. MecLAUGHLIN’S REPLY. 

Dr. McLaughlin said that the Electricity 
Sapply Board had a strong feeling that the 
Shannon scheme could only be made a success 
by having the support and co-operation of 
all, and they were anxious to haye that. The 
misunderstandings that had occurred were due 
to lack of contact. The Board had nothing 
to hide or any ulterior motive to serve, being 
only interested in bringing in the capital in- 
vested in the Shannon scheme. They were 
anxious to give electricity at as low a price 
as possible, and in the figures submitted they 
felt that they were treating everybody fairly 
and justly. These rates related to the cost 
of production and the initial capital cost of 
the services. He held that the valuation 
basis was a fair method of computation 
which had been adopted in other countries, 
and, if there were cases of hardship, they 
nei be inquired into and remedied by the 
oOard., 

An inquiry which had been made with re- 
gard to the Limerick rates in the cases 
mentioned showed that there would be a 
decrease. -A flat. rate was an impossibility, 
and: no responsible person had ever stated 
that light or power would be sold by the 
Beard at 1}d. and 3d. a unit. : 

Mr. Gleeson—A Minister, Mr. McGilligan, 
Stated it. 

Dr. McLaughlin—I know Mr. McGilligan 
to he a very shrewd man, and I am sure that 
he never made such a statement. 

Mr. Goodwin proposed, and Dr. O'Sullivan 
seconded, a vote of thanks to Dr. McLaughlin, 
which was passed.

House Hunting. 


Dublin house-hunters who read the 
English Sunday papers, must be green 
with envy when they turn to ‘those pages 
entitled ‘‘ Where to Live,” etc. The 
middle-class housing problem seems to 
have been almost solved on the other side : 
for houses can be obtained all around 
London at a merely nominal deposit, 
including, in most cases, the legal 
expenses, the balance of the purchase 
price being paid off in the form of wéekly 
rent. This method can be arranged over 
here through building societies, etc., but 
on m.uch less favourable terms, while a 
substantial deposit has to be found. In 
spite of the grants to builders offered by 
the Government and the Commissioners, it 
is still impossible to get even a tiny house 
in the Dublin suburbs unless one is 
prepared to pay a considerable sum of 
money in the first instance. 


In Vienna. 


Apropos of housing problems, a friend 
of mine who has just returned from 
Vienna is enthusiastic over the way they 
have been solved in that city. A special 
housing tax was levied in 1923, a per- 
centage on income paid by everyone, and 
40,000 families have been provided for in 
great blocks of flats which are not in the 
least barrack-like, but designed by the 
best architects, with fifty per cent. of 
every site marked out for courtyards, 
terraces and gardens with paddling pools. 
Every building has a steam laundry, of 
which every householder has the use, free, 
once a fortnight, and here electric 
machines wash the linen, others wring it, 
mangle it, and spray it for ironing, while 
the special drying cupboards only take 
ten minutes to dry all the clothes. Some 
of the blocks contain kindergartens, where 
children up to school age are tended, fed 
and taught from seven in the morning 
till six at night for half-a-crown a week, 
while others contain libraries, gymnasiums 
and playrooms. The rents of these 
model dwellings are very low, and couples 
waiting to get married have first choice. 


A Gale for the Times.

Les Escargots.

Certainly, the snails which appear here 
and there upon our menus purport to 
come from the special snail farms of 
France; but is there any peculiar 
difference, beyond fatness and size, which 
differentiates them from the common 
snail? Perhaps, some expert at the 
Ministry of Agriculture could devise a 
scheme for improving the home breed.

A Born Yachisman. 


At the Show, where everybody meets 
everybody else, Mr. Laidlaw admitted that 
the yacht was his, and furthermore, that 
he had been born and bred a yachtsman, 
so to speak, and that he had learned how 
to play the game on the Clyde. ‘ Do ‘you 
know,” he said, “that my first introduc- 
tion to Ireland was through yachting? 
You may have heard of the famous 
brothers, the Messrs. R. G. and Brice 
Allan, the owners of Nora, Doris, Dora, 
yachts which have a place in the history 
of yachting. It was in these little ships 
and beginning with Nora in 1880, when I 
was a youngster, that I first got in touch 
with this country, which afterwards 
became my home.’’ 

We had quite a long chat. It struck 
me that, if I were writing a history of 
yachting, Mr. Laidlaw could provide me 
with invaluable material. The Doris was 
a five-tonner, which was a revelation in 
her time. She had what is known as a 
“fiddle ’’ bow, and was unbeatable in her 
first season. The Dora was a ten-tonner, 
and the first British yacht, I believe, with 
a “spoon '” or pram bow. She had a 
wonderful racing record, even if the older 
yachtsmen hated that bow of hers, which 
is a commonplace of to-day. Then came 
the Sula (a failure) and the American 
(Herreshoff) built and designed Dacotah. 

But this is no place for history. Yet it 
is worth mentioning; for in Doris and 
Dora Mr. G. L. Watson was being led up 
to the design of the Britannia, and Johan 
Anker, the famous Norwegian designer 
and builder, has confessed to owing some- 
thing to the Dora. 

Mr. Laidlaw’s new yacht is named the 
Pretty Polly. “ Would you believe it,” 
he remarked, ‘‘she is the only yacht of 
that name on Lloyd’s Register. Curious, 
is it not? I thought there would have 
been dozens with that name.’’

Sunday morning was the great time for 
these ‘‘ auctions,’’ and then it was the 
crowd that attracted as much interest as 
the goods offered. 

The most disreputable collection of boots 
and -old clothes would be offered for sale, 
and, what was really astonishing, they 
would be sold. A battered pair of boots 
would be held up by the “' auctioneer,’’ 
who would herself—it was usually a 
woman—start the bidding. “A shilling,” 
she would shout. If no offers were forth- 
coming quickly, she would reduce the 
price to elevenpence, and then rapidly 
until some person made an effort to stop 
her. At twopence, or even a penny, the 
relies would change ownefship. 

In the same way the most dilapidated 
pieces of clothing would be offered and 
sold. How the garments could ever be 
used again was something of a mystery: 
but there it was. No matter how tattered 
and torn these things were, a bidder was 
usually found for them in the tattered and 
torn and haggard collection of humans 
gathered around. Of all this nothing 
now survives; all the “ auctioneers ’’ were 
compensated for their street rights and 
provided with accommodation in the 
Iveagh Markets in Francis street.

MARKETING OF EGGS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Seeing how successful has been the 
new system of centralising the export of Irish 
butter, is it not time to consider whether 
similar methods can be applied to the mar- 
keting of eggs’? There are not many ad- 
vantages that Irish farmers possess in com- 
peting for the English market, but one is 
undoubtedly that our geographical position 
enables our produce to pass through a 
““bottle-neck '” at the Irish ports and to be 
directed wherever the marketing conditions 
are most favourable. This cannot be accom- 
plished,. however, unless the export business 
in Irish eggs is consolidated, and put under 
unified control, which would be in touch at 
the same time with production and consump- 
tion. 

At present the egg trade is in the hands 
of a large number of separate competing 
firms, many of them acting at cross-purposes, 
and without adequate knowledge or consider- 
ation of the producer’s ste‘:e in the business. 
The effect of this is shown not only in high 
handling costs, but also in the big and un- 
warranted spread between Irish and English 
prices, which has been accentuated also by 
the recent improvements in English trade 
procedure, Similar conditions prevailed in 
the Irish butter trade until the co-operative 
creameries got together and rationalised their 
marketing. The difficulty about the egg 
industry is that there is no similar machinery 
for introducing reforms. Owing to prices 
for eggs being so low, they are only cultivated 
in a small way by farmers’ wives, and 
conditions, therefore, make it unfeasible to 
co-operate for the purpose of marketing. 
Other methods of co-ordination will, there- 
fore, have to be adopted, such as have been 
carried out with success in America and Ger- 
many. Proposals to this effect have already 
been put forward, and it is to be hoped that 
they will ultimately bear fruit.—Yours, etc.,

INGENIOUS NEW PLANT 
AT INCHICORE, 


COALING OF RAILWAY 
LOCOMOTIVES. 


A new locomotive coaling plant and an ash- 
handling plant, both constructed by the 
Mitchell Conveyor Company, London, have 
been installed by the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Cdémpany (Ireland) at its Inchicore 
Works, Dublin. 

Seventy feet high, the coaling plant is 
pyramidical in shape, the inténor, or bunker, 
being capable of holding 450 tons of coal. 
The coal 1s drawn off by pulling a lever. 
The locomotives run under the bunker, and 
the required quantity of coal is measured out 
automatically, the plant being so constructed 
that two locomotives can be coaled at once. 
Coaling is completed in two minutes. 

To fill the banker with coal takes four 
hours. One at a time coal wagons, each 
containing 20 tons, are carried on a cradle, 
which is hoisted on guide rails by an electrical 
motor to a height of 45 feet. On reaching 
this point the wagons revolve about a centre 
and automatically stop, when their contents 
are tipped into the bunker, which is of 
reinforced concrete. The operation then is 
reversed, and wagon and cradle return to the 
ground level, where the empty wagon is 
shunted off, and a fully-lo 
ange on the cradle for the next operation. 

‘he time taken for the complete cycle of 
Operations is three and a half minutes, 

The ash-handling plant is rather more 
simple in its construction, 


is quenched with water, and then hoisted 
and automatically tipped into 
standing by. The skip then returns auto- 
matically to take up its position for the next 
locomotive fire to be “ dropped.’

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Those who took an interest in the placing 
oí the Challenge Cup awards were early on 
the scene at Ballsbridge yesterday, and, with 
improved weather conditions, it was a plea- 
sure to watch the proceedings. The only 
apparent effect of .Tuesday’s storm was to 
freshen up the grass and the foliage of the 
trees surrounding the rings. 

The Coote Cup, for heavy weight-carrying 
hunters, brought together a useful lot. of 
movers, which were headed by the five-year- 
old Doneshall, a well-knit, muscular horse, 
which was first in the class for five-year-old 
weight-carriers 15st. and upwards, He was 
shown by Mr. C. H. T. Reade, Carnew, bred 
by Mr. J. Keogh, The Gap, Enniscorthy, and 
got by Grefeldo out of Scotch Sign. He has 
hunted with the Coollattin and Island Hounds, 
and is a splendid mount, Reserve honour 
went to Mr. Robert Cargill, Robinstown, Co. 
Meath, for his stylish, free-moving chestnut, 
Sunstreak, which has hunted with the Ward 
Staghounds and Meath Foxhounds. 

In the contest for the Joseph Widger Chal- 
lenge Trophy, for the best medium-weight 
hunter, Mr. Oliver Dixon, of Reading, came 
to victory with Perfect, a six-year-old bay of 
great symmetry, bred by General Browne 
Clayton, and sired by Eques, by Velles, dam 
by Red Prince. Reserve for this distinction 
went to Mrs. Baggallay, Dunsany, Co. 
Meath, for her home-bred four-year-old geld- 
nig, The Captain, up to 13st. to 14st. 

Mrs. M. E. Hope-Johnstone, Lockerbie, 
N.B., repeated her success of last year by 
carrying off the Samuel Ussher Roberts Cup, 
for the best light-weight hunter, with Last 
Love, a well-balanced brown that moves well; 
was sired by Don Juan, and out of Arlette. 
The runner-up was Skryne Prince. a five-year- 
oid bay gelding up to 12st. to 13st.. bred end 
shown by Mr. Leo Charles, Tara, Co. Meath, 
and sired hy Southanna—Daisvy. 

FOR YOUNG HORSES. 

The Pembroke Cup, for young horses suit- 
able for hunters, bred and continuously owned 
in Ireland by the exhibitor, is regarded as 
the blue riband of Irish hunter breeders, and, 
on account of the conditions, competition is 
restricted. Eventually the honour was ac- 
counted for by Mrs. Baggallay’s reserve 
mediuni-weight hunter, The Captain. Mr. G. 
R. Whitmore, Kilsallaghan, Co. Dublin, was 
reserve with the promising brown two-year- 
old filly, May Go, by He Goes by Prince 
Palatine, dam May Fleet by Monflim. 

Six competed for the Laidlaw Cup, for the 
best hunter ih the Show, and for the Bricht 
Prospect Trophy, for best hunter bred in Ire- 
land. These were Mr. Robt. Cargill’s eicht- 
year-old, Sunstreak; Mr. C. H. T. Reade’s 
five-year-old, Doneshall; Mr. Oliver Dixon’s 
Perfect; Mrs. M. Hope Johnstone’s seven- 
ye@r-old, Last Love; Mr. Leo Charles’s five- 
vear-old, Skryne Prince, and Mrs. Baggallay’s 
four-year-old, The Captain.

The jumping enclosure presented a brilliant 
spectacle when the first of the four competi- 
ticus listed for the afternoon was entered on, 
and one could not help noticing the striking 
coutrast cto the depressing seene of the 
previous day. Now all was life and: colour, 
the stands crowded and the enclosure a 
brilliant and animated scene. The weather, 
dull at the start, brightened latwr, and there 
were periods of Bess. 189 while it was only 
near the close that one shower came on, 
happily only to last for a very short time. 
The programme was a heavy one, and in- 
cluded two particularly attractive events in 
the Military Competition over a_ special 
course, and the Inter-Huant Competition. 
On the previous day we had seen all the 
officers of the various armies perform, except 
the Americans and the Swiss; now members 
of all the seven armies to compete to-morrow 
for the Aga Khan Challenge Trophy partici- 
vated, forty-one horses forming the field. 

he special course included as weil as the 
usial jumps, a hurdle and ar imitation 
paling, while bars were placed behind the 
first fence and the water jump, the idea 
heing to make it an equitable test for all 
the competing nations: It so goer that 
after the eliminating rounds all the countries 
were still represented, with the exception of 
France, sáil strangely cnough the first 
military competition—that held on the 
previous afternocn—was won by a French 
officer. The American entrants, Miss 
America and Dick Waring, caught the eye 
early in the competition. . Both survived the 
opening rounds. Sweden had a worthy repre- 
centative in Captain G. von Braun’s Lasso, 
whom many regarded as the best performer. 
Notas, a clever jumper, carried Captain de 
Muralt boldly round bor two circuits, and was 
clearly the hope of Switzerland. One of the 
English team met, unfortunately, with the 
one serious mishap, Brigadier Malise Graham 
being badly cut about the face when his 
mount, Second String, slipped down the 
landing side of the double bank. 

Major Hume Dudgeon, on Silver_ Hoe, 
though having a couple of good rounds, was 
not quite up to stundard, and the best per- 
former on the side was Girlie, the mount of 
Lieutenant J. B. Pemberton. Ireland's 
chance, too, was bright up to the concluding 
round ; for Captain J. G. O'Dwyer on Finghin 
had been by no means behind the best of the 
others. The two new jumps proved his un- 
doing in the deciding round, the slight mis- 
takes at these putting him out of the 
reckoning at a stage when only the most 
trifling error counted. Lasso and Notas had 
few faults, but all doubts were set at rest as 
to which country would receive the chief 
award when the American horse Dick Waring, 
the mount of Major H. D. Chamberlain, went 
round the course, taking jump after jump in 
brilliant style. It was a clear-cut victory for 
our American visitors, and the showing of 
this horse and the other entrants from 
America indicate the strong challenge the 
team will put up in the Grand International 
Competition to-morrow. 

Next in importance to the military age 4 
was the Inter-Hunt Competition, for which 
twelve hunts had entered. North, South, 
Fast and West of Ireland was represented, 
yet the one pack from England carried all 
before them. The Hertfordshire: Hunt, repre- 
sented by Mr. Bertram W. Mills’s pair, Plain 
Jane and Tip Top, and ridden by Messrs. 8. 
White and T. Masson, beat in successive 
rounds Richhill Harriers and South Union 
before meeting the United Hunt pair, Nancy 
and Charlie, ridden by Miss Peggy Rohan 
and Mr. W. T. O'Grady. There was not a 
great difference in the displays by either 
Hunt in the deciding round, but the English 
i“ had slightly the better of it. One of the 

inglish pair moved a couple of stones from 
the wall, and the other rapped the gate, 
whereas both the United horses hit the wall 
and one shook the gate. 
Tip Top previous to contributing to the 
success of the Hertfordshire Hunt had 
secured first prize in a field of thirty-two 
that took part in Competition B, which was 
confined to heavy and medium weight 
hunters. It was, in fact, a disappointing day 
for Irish horses as far as the jumping was 
concerned ; but in Competition C, the last on 
the programme, Mr. John Kennedy's Glider, 
ridden by Miss Dessa Wilson, was easily the

classes left over for the second day of the 
show, as has been the practice of late years, 
and they filled up the hours of yesterday 
forenoon. 

Began with Class 36, for heavy-weight 
cobs, over 14-2 hands to 15-1 hands, a very 
big class in the detail of entries, this being 
duc to the number of jumping horses it 
included, not all, however, coming into com- 
petition. 

The North did well in it, Mr. W. Caldin, of 
Banbridge, winning with his unnamed six- 
year-old gelding, who backed up to any 
weight, and a very nice cob generally. Mr. 
Hugh Boal, of Ballymena, was placed second 
with First Attempt; while Mr. J. W. 
Murland received a third and a v.c.h. respec- 
lively for an aged grey gelding and a six- 
vear-old bay fm ding, both unnamed. As for 
the reserve, it went to a Dublin exhibitor for 
the aged: brown mare, Sallynoggin, which 
has been hunted with the Wards and with 
the South Dublin Harriers. 

By the way, the catalogue 
helpful over such classes.

GREAT CONFERENCE AT 
ARROWE PARK.

ARROWE PARK, Wednesday.

The mad has lost ground to-day, and this 
afternoon the sun assisted the efiorts of 200 
Rovers and Scouts who are trying to cope 
with the situation. In parts the mud is 
arying, but there are still very muddy places, 
and the Scouts are acting as traffic policemen 
and asking visitors to keep to the right and 
not cause congestion on the less slimy parts 
of very muddy roads. Rain fell during the 
night, but none has fallen for at least twelve 
hours. Women visitors are still losing their 
shoes in the mud and are glad of the aid of 
Scouts to replace them. It is asserted that 
one or two women have lost their shoes 
altogether and have had to take a’ vehicle to 
the nearest bootshop for new ones. Shoe- 
blacks ave cleaning the footwear. of visitors 
with the aid of water instead of polish. 

BLIND AND DEAF SCOUTS’ SMART 

TURN-OUT. 

The blind and deaf Scouts marched in the 
procession on the rally ground this afternoon, 
and kept their lines as straight as the others. 
Although the weather was still far from 
warm the Greeks gave a display of classical 
dancing while dressed in very little clothing. 
The Middlesex Scouts gave a humorous 
burlesque of the Roman invasion of Britain. 

INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

Delegates representing thirty-five nations 
were present at the fifth International Con- 
ference of Scout Leaders, which «pened at 
Arrowe Park to-day. . The Chief Scout re- 
minded them that their one object was the 
welfare of the boy everywhere. During that 
conference great results would be achieved 
towards the continued extension of the move- 
ment which, however, as yet only. touched 
the fringe of the world’s boyhood. 

A sub-committee was appointed to consider 
the place and date of the next World 
Jamboree, which is due to fall in 1933, and 
invitations were extended from America, 
France, and Switzerland. It was also sug- 

ested that an internationa! moot of Rover 
Scouts should be held at Kandersteg, Switzer- 
land, in 1931. Greetings to the conference 
were extended from Brazil, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Japan, and Chile. 

LEAGUE OF NATIONS’ INTEREST. 

At the conference, M. Schuert said that 
Sir Eric Drummond, Secretary General of 
the League of Nations, had asked him to 
represent the Secretariat. M. Schuert said 
that the League of Nations was vitally in- 
terested in the splendid work of the Scouts’ 
movement, which contributed so much to the 
strengthening of international friendship. The 
League realised that it was for the youth 
of the world to bring into the affairs of 
nations that spirit of high courage and that 
vision of the Srethedion’ of man which was 
the only firm foundation for peace. The 
ready development of the international Scout 
movement since its creation twenty-one years 
ago was, perhaps, one of the most amazing 
phenomenons of the twentieth century, and 
was one of the most happy signs of the 
growth of a new spirit and a broader vision

A special ne of the Joint Committee 
of Grangegorman Mental Hospital was held 
yesterday to consider whether an appeal 
should lodged against the recent a 
ment of Mr, Justice Meredith in the Hig 
Court, Dublin, in the case of Woods and 
others against the Dublin Corporation. The 
judgment was in favour of the asylum 
attendants, who objected to the reduction of 


their wages. 

Mr. "á J. Greene, Law Adviser, was 
present. 

Mr. T. F, MecGahon, who presided at the 
opening of the proceedings, raised the ques- 
tion whether the matters to come before the 
meeting should be discussed in public or in 
committee. 

Mr. Mulvany asked was any member of 
the committee afraid to discuss the matters 
in public. These things, he said, should be 
discussed in the presence of the Press. If 
they were going to appeal against the judg- 
ment they would spend the ratepayers’ 
money, and might spend it to any amount, 
according to the powers vested in them. The 
ratepayers should be let know everything 
that transpired. 

A LEGAL ARGUMENT, 

Mr. O’Reilly expressed the view that, as 
that was a Ideal argument, it would be 
giving away their case to the other side to 
go through the whole matter in public. He 
was, he said, as much in favour of saving 
the ratepayers’ monev as any other member 
of the. committee. | 

Mr. Mulvany remarked that the Press used 
great. discretion in their reports, and said 
that the matter under discussion might 
involve thousands of pounds which would 
have to be paid by the public. 

Mr. McGahon said that the report of the 
law adviser to the committee might be a 
confidential document. 

Mr. Mulvany said that that was a specially 
summoned meeting, and he asked had every 
member of the committee been summoned. 

The Clerk (Mr. J. J. Doyle) replied that 
every member had been summoned. 

Mr. Mulvany—Has Mr. Laurence O'Neill; 
in other words, the Right Hon. Laurence 
O’Neill, Lord Mayor of Dublin, been sum- 
moned ? 

Mr. McGahon—He is not a member, to my 
knowledge. 

Mr. Mulvany—I hold that he is, and has 
been a member. 

Mr. Campbell asked would any question 
of disqualification arise if a member was 
absent for six years. 

Mr. Mulvany—There is no disqualification. 

The Clerk said that there was no rule dis- 
qualifying a member for non-attendance. 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin never was an 
ex-officio member, but represented the Cor- 
poration in the same way as the other repre- 
sentatives who were appointed by the Corpo- 
ration; he did not hold office by virtue of 
the position of Lord Mayor. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, who then took the chair, said that 
Mr. O’Neill was not a member. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr... O'Connor said that correspondence 
with the legal adviser was to come before 
the meeting, and he did not see why mem- 
bers should get this at the same time as the 
Press. He proposed that they should go into 
committee to consider the law agent’s letter. 

Mr. MecGahon seconded the motion. 

Mr. Mulvany moved as an amendment that 
they should not go into committee. 

Mr. Curran said that all the Joint Com- 
mittee meetings were open to the Press, and 
it was not right that they should have any 
hole-and-corner discussion on the matter. 

The Chairman said that it was purely a 
matter for the Board if they desired to go 
into committee on anything on the agenda. 

The question was then put to a division, 
when the following voted in favour of going 
into committee:—Mrs. Markey, Messrs. 
Campbell, Carroll, Frame, Heruon, McGahon, 
O'Connor, O'Reilly, Sheil, and the Chairman

These voting against going into committee 
were—Messrs. Curran, Foran and Mulvany 
The meeting then went into committee. + 
Mr. Mulvany said that he refused to dis- 
cuss anything in commmittee, and left the 
room. 

LAW ADVISER’S REPORT. 
When the proceedings in committee had 
concluded, 
Mr. Campbell proposed and Mr. £heil 
seconded a motion to adopt the report of the 
law adviser and giving directions that an 
appeal be lodged against the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Meredith, all the points raised 
in the pleadings in the action to be covered 
by such appeal. 

Mr. O'Connor said that he was in favour 
of the resolution, because he regarded the 
matter as being in a very indefinite position, 
and that indefinite position was very bad for 
all persons concerned. In his opinion it 
would be far better for everybody to have 
the opinion of the Supreme Court, from 
which no one could appeal. The amount in- 
volved in this matter was very considerable, 
but the result was far more considerable, 
because it involved the power of boards to 
vary the wages of their employés and the 
power of the ratepayers to pay. 

Mr. Foran said that he hoped that the 
matter would be cleared up whether a body 
of employés in an institution such as that 
should be penalised if their advisers made a 
mistake. He hoped that collective bargaining 
had not in any way been injured by what 
had happened in tnis case. An extraordinary 
position had been created recently in the 
public life of this country, and it might he 
that what had happened in this case would 
open the eyes of the people to how far, the 
Ministry had gone. They had had the 
Phenix Park handed over to a body to the 
exclusion of the public, and there was no 
knowing where things were going to stop. 
In his opinion, as a layman, they had not an 
earthly chance of overturning the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Meredith. It was, he thought, 
a very able and learned judgment, which he 
believed would stand. 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

Mr. Mulvany spoke against the moti6n, and 
said that so fav as the workers were con- 
cerned every movement made for the ad- 
ministration of the country had been detri- 
imental to them. Some people would wake up 
and realise that they had not the freedom 
that they thought they had in the beginning, 
The people had only this year in whicn to 
appeal to the Privy Counei : after this year 
they would have no appeal to the Privy 
Council, That was a very serious con- 
sequence, and the possibility was that 
they would have people who went 
out prepared to sacrifice everything for 
what they fought for, clamouring to have 
the foreign Administration back again. Some 
people who claimed to represent the workers 
were hoping that the nurses and attendants 
who had been loyal to the Board would-be 
defeated. As representatives of the rate- 
payers they had no right to put the rate- 
payers to further expense. 

Mr. Sheil said that the matter which 
they were considering was, perhaps, of bigger 
consequence to public administration than 
anything which had arisen in their time. 
He was satisfied that it would not be in the 
interests of any of the bodies separately re- 
presented on that Committee to leave the 
matter in its present position. No question 
had arisen in their time on that Committee 
upon which the expenditure of a small 
amount of money relatively was more neces- 
sary than that of determining what the 
position was in regard to this matter. He 
was of opinion that the matter should be 
Clearly and definitely decided, and then it 
could be allowed to rest for al! time. 

COUNTING THE COST. 

Mr. Curran opposed the motion, and said 
that he would not be surprised if the matter 
had cost well over £2,000 up to the present. 

The Chairman supported the motion, which 
was passed by ten votes against three. 

On the motion of Mr. McGahon, seconded 
by Mr. O'Reilly, it was resolved to request 
the Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
rept and Public Health to take steps to be 
joined with the Committee in their appeal, 
on the ground that his jurisdiction to 
appoint Commissioners to represent the Cor- 
Feise on the Committee had been chal- 
eng ..

to the literature of the world? Ennius, 
that great unknown, had passed away, 
‘and Nevius, the laudator temporis acti, 
was but a*name when Vergil, under the 
auspices. of’ Macenas, the Lorenzo de 
Medici of Augustan days, launched his 
works upon an arid world. .It is true that 
he -plagiarised’ Homer, but we must 
remember that Beethoven did not hesitate 
to: ‘berrow his melodies from Mozart, 
Haydh anid Bach. Pius Afineas.may not 
make: the same appeal to posterity as the 
brilliant Odysseus, but in certain greater 
‘passages. Vergil< achieved immortality. 
The friendship of Nisus and Euryalus, if 
it does ‘not equal the noble feeling that 
limked . Sarpedon with Glaucus, is able, 
nevertheless, to wing a message across the 
mists’ of time. Dido never was Penelope, 
but who among those who have read her 
lament ‘in Vergil’s hexameters can fail 
to appreciate < message that is as real 
‘to-day as in the time when it was 
written! The Fourth Georgic is the basis 
of Tickner Edwards’s ‘‘ Love of the Honey 
Bee,” which has brought the balm of 
Sussex apiculture to many a British home. 
Vergil, if limited by his position as a 
laureate, has‘ left~ a - heritage © from 
which every great poet of a later time has 
enriched ‘his song... Only one Roman is 
Vergil’s: equal; but the ““‘tenderest of 
Roman poets nineteen hundred years 
ago’’ did not touch the noble field of epic 
narrative. Vergil filled the breach, and 
added all the charm of all the Muses to 
the grave magnificence of Latin

MIGRATION OF SIXTY-NINE 
FAMILIES. 
. From. Our CoRRESPONDENT. 

BALLINA, Wednesday, 
Within the next twelve months the islands 
of .amekea North and Inniskea South. of 
the coast of North Mayo, will be without an 
inhabitant. -I am able to state on the best 
author:ty that the Land Commission has 
evolved a scheme by which it proposes to 
migrate everyone of the sixty-nine families 
living on, the islands to. holdings of land on 
the mainland. The Land Commission has 
taken over in the townlands of Glosh and 
Seagrave’ 400 acres of land. the property of 
Mr. P. J. 0’ Reilly, Crossmolina.. Each of the 
islanders will be given a holding. on which 


the Land Commission will build a house at a 


cost, of about £1£0!. The rent of the holdings 
will range from 4s. to 10s. per acre. according 
to the- quality. of the. Jand. A hundred acres 
will be used as a commonage, for grazing 
by the tenants, and the remaiting 300 acres 
as arable land. The land on the islands will 
temain the property of the islanders, to be 
used as .thev , wish.

Acting on behali of an American invest- 
‘ment corporation, Mr. C. C. Buckley, 
to-day ‘exercised the option. that he 
obtained some weeks ago in the factory 
and |e capers at Blackpool, near Cork, of 
the Cork Spinning and Weaving Co., Ltd. 
Since that firm went into liquidation. some 
years. ago their large buildings have re- 
mained idle, and hundreds of persons in 
this industrial: area of the city who had 
been dependent on the mill as their source 
of livelihood were thrown idle. 

‘Although many: of the former employés 
are gradually. being absorbed into other 
industries, principally owing to the. im- 
creased activities at Messrs. Henry Ford 
and Sons’ Cork factory, and to the steady 
improvement in the trade ‘of the city, 
nevertheless a considerable amount of dis- 
tress exists in the locality. . The prospect,, 
therefore, of a re-awakening of industry. 
on this site is one of great importance to 


in the ranks of the unemployed ‘here is 
confidently anticipated. 


THE FUTURE OF THE FACTORY. 
‘When. I met Mr. Buckley this afternoon: 
he could not state the nature of the in- 
dustry’ which will be established, but he 
intimated that already: steps have . been 
taken -towards the installation “of. “an 
elevator sufficiently large for any purpose 
for which the extensive premises may be 
utilised. 
"The future of the factory will be in the 
‘hands of loca] business men ; fox, as Mr. 
Buckley said, his Corporation did not in- 
tend to do the work of promoting or estab- 
lishing industry in this country, but 
would act purely in an adviscry capacity. 
“Six friends of Ireland in the United 
States,” he said to me, ‘have cdntributed 
the sum of a quarter.of a million dollars, 
which they are prepared to advance for the 
development of industry. here, but that 
money is not in the,nature of a: charitable 
gift. and will only be invested in a sound 
business scheme, in .which ge can he 
assured of a dividend on our money.” 
“No more than that amount will be 
available or sought for in America, 
added. Mr. Buckley, “until we are 
satisfied of the» results of the present 
venture ; but when that time arrives there 
is every possibility of 
schemes.” 


THE AVAILABLE FUND. 

Asked as to the plan on which it was 
intentled to develop the Blackpool factory, 
Mr. Buckley, who is a County Cork man, 
said that their fund was available for the 
use of any firm desirous of extending its 
activities, either by the installation of 
more modern: machinery or by taking 
oyer: more extensive premises. To gain 
the financial assistance necessary for their 
plans, however, they would have to fur- 
nish details and atcounts of past trading, 
and satisfy his group of financiers regard- 
ing the possibility and feasibility of their 
schemes. A board of directors, composed 
of local business men whose credentials 
and records indicate their capability for 
the direction of such a large industry, 
would then be set up under the super- 
yision of Mr. Buckley.and his colleagues. 

Mr. Buckley's interest in this scheme 
is a further indication of the American 
belief in the future pf the Irish Free 
State. '.. | 
“We have the money,” he said, “to 
put into this industry, and we ate willing 4 
to-do so + but if it isnot required by local 
business men, we will be able to‘ dispose 
of the premises with ease.”

In a despatch from The Hague Jast night 
The Times Special Correspondent says :— 
When the Reparations Conference resumed 
at 10 o'clock this morning in private plenary 
session, the preliminary general discussion 
on the plan produced by the experts in Parts, 
it was with one cause of nervousness cleared! 
away, Thanks to Mr. Snowden’s strong 
action, the Conference has not been kept 1n 
suspense. The other delegations had been 
shown plainly and firmly that the British 
Government took its objections to the expers:

At a reception given in the Hall of the 
Knights by the Government of the Netherlands 
last evening, Mr. Snowden’s speech was almost 
the sole topic of conversation. Relicf was 
widespread that he had spoken so frankly 
promptly, but it was clear 
his firmness had exceeded the 
expectations of such quarters. The smaller 
ereditor-coutitries. were, naturally, gratified 
at the lead given to them in pressing their 
cloims—a ledd which by no means fell short 
of the indications of Mr. Snowdon’s Parlia- 
mentary statements. The Germans feel them- 
selves in the position rather of onlookers as 
long as discussion is confined to the financial 
details of the Young Plan, but the deter- 
mined tone of Mr. Snowden’s challenge has 
caused them a certain uneasiness. There is 
no doubt that Germany, whatever the Na- 
tionalist Press may say, needs and wants the 
Young Plan, and cannot contemplate with 
equanimity the possibility of a Franco-British 
deadlock at this conference. As the French 
interest, however, is hardly less keen, Ger- 
man attention turned rather, towards 
prospects of compromise than prospects of a 
breakdown, and some apprehension is felt lest 
France offer concessions to Great Britain 
in- the matter of percentages in return for 
British support in political questions, such as 
Rhineland control. In any case, it is thought

EMPIRE TRADE. 


HOPES WITHOUT DOUBTS. 

In a leading article, The Times observes . 
Of all the proposals laid before Parliament 
by the present Government, those contained 
in the Colonial Development Act are best 
calculated to arouse hopes unmixed with 
doubts. The scale of the effort made to 
accelerate so urgent and so reciprocally bene- 
ficial a piece of work is not in itself start.ing 
—some such éffort was definitely promised im 
Mr: -Baldwin’s election address—but the fact 
that a Labour Government has decided to 
earmark £1,000,000 a year for these purposes 
ts a satisfactory. proof that the whole nation 
is beginning to appreciate the possibilities of 
Colonial trade. It has been established, in 
fact, as the common view that, subject to 
proper safeguards as to Labour conditions 
and the use of public money, the expansion 
of a market. which already in 1927 took 
£60,000,.000 of British goods is an object to 
which no exception can be taken either on 
political or on economic grounds. 

This general recognition of the reciprocal 
benefits to be derived from co-operation be- 
tween primary producers in the Colonies aid 
secondary producers here is a memorable 
fact. No observer, however, . should he 
blinded by it to the stiil existing difficulties 
of extending such a system to embrace tre 
whole Empire. 

The debate on the Address sho 
again that the questions of trade with the 
Colonies and trade with the Domin 
not produce the same reactions, and ‘are not 
susceptible to the same treatment. 

Mr. Amery, for example, jumped very 
mauy stages when he appealed for fiscal 
freedom within the Empire as an object of a 
common national policy. Mr. Snowden forgot 
how many stages have already: been jumped 
when he disparaged the prospects of the ex- 
pansion of Empire trade in general and its 
expansion through Imperial preference in par- 
ticular.* There are grounds, indeed, for the 
belief, to be detected in Mr. Snowden’s own 
speech, that the closer economic organisation 
of the Empire is an ideal which appeals to 
all parties. But it would be foolish to ignore 
the existence of a verv vital difference of 
opinion ás to the methods by which it should 
be realised, and it would be devlorable if, 
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facts of the case. political rivals in this 
country were to pit themselves against each 
other on such an issue.

From OQeR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Vastiy in,.cved uguting weapons. capable 
of iucreasing the fire power and combat 
efficiency ct the American Army from 25 
to 100 per cent have been developed since 
the Armistice, the United States War Depart- 
ment announces. A survey of the modernised 
weapons reveals that improvements have been 
registered in virtually every ground weapon 
with which United States troops were armed 
during the World War. The most striking 
advances are shown in greater mobility, 
longer rauges, aud a wider ficid of fire for 
artillery and amti-aireraft weapons; greater 
fire power, speed, and durability for tanks; 
and a faster rate ef fire for machine-guns, 

Officials cf the various combat branches 
estimate that. substiiution of the new 
weepous, although al: have not been shin" 
for wcrld war equipment, with which the 
Army is now armed, would double the fire 
power of the. infantry battalion and the 
cavalry sguadrcn, and greatly increase the 
striking power, and effective range of the 
artillery, 

For the infantry, the General Staff and 
Ordnance Department has developed longer 
range machine-guns, a more effective infantry 
mortgr, a heiter 37 millimetre infantry 
cannon, aud is developing light tanks and a| 
semi-automatic shoulder rifle for use in place 
of the present Springfield. 

Cavalry’ officials are experimenting. with 
armoured cars, and are vita'ly interested in 
development work on the semi-automatic rifle 
and an effeciive anti-tank gun. 

Artillery improvements include a greatly- 
improved '' 75°’ gun and howitzer. a “75” 
millimetre pack howitzer, a longer range 155 
millimetre howitzer and gun, a o-inch rifle, 
a 14-inch railway gun oí improved range and 
design, and a 16-inch rifle for sea coast 
defence. | 

The demand at the close of the World 
Var for longer ranges for artillery and in 
creased fire power for all units was respon- 
sible for the initial impetus given to army 
modernisation work. Thus far the improve- 
ments in fighting weapons for ground troops 
ave found only on the testing range, or stored 
away in various stages of development in 
army warehouses. Although extensive tests 
have demonstrated the superiority of several 
of the new weanons, notanly the new 76°’ 
gun pack howitzer and the new thiee-inch 
anti-aircraft artillery, lack of funds has made 
it impossible to re-arni- ven a limited part of 
the army for field tasting p rposes. 

In caces, Where new *‘eapons have been de. 
velied as standard, atiemots ate being made 
to obtain sufficient funds.to purchase enough 
oí the new equipment to familiarise r anufac- 
turers with army needs in the nex! war, so 
that in event of emergency te new weapons 
covld be manufactured gu. i.

Inquiry’ mong ordnance and artillery ofh- 

cials indicates that the new mobile three-inch 

anti-aircraft artillery gun, which has been 

adopted as standard equipment, marks the 

greatest advance in the field of weapon 

modernisstion. Maior-General C. C. Williams 

and, other ordnance officials, in comments on 

this equipment. have estimated its fire power 

and efficiency as vastly improved over world 

war types. 

Captain G. W. Wells, Chief of 
Aircraft Section of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, csserted in a recent report that the 
fire power and efficiency oí the new three- 
inch guns is five times that of the three-.nch 
anti-a.rcraft guns of wartime manufac‘ure. 
This gun fires a 15 pound projectile to a 
vertical height of 14,000 yards; its horizgortal 
range 315. 20.000 yards. 

The most striking featue of the new 
mobile three-inch anti-arcraft equipment is 
found in the method by which batteries are 
aimed and fired. , The firmg data is computed 
by electrically operated instruménts,. wach 
tratismit the data‘to the guns automatically. 
The men at the guns s*mply keep a pomter 
matched with another pointer, which is 
changed automatically by the attomatié fire 
control instruments as the target progresses, 
and lead and’ fire the weapons, The same 
mater.al, when used as a fixed battery, is 
fired by the Terque system, which leaves 
nothing for the men at the guns to do but to 
load and fire’ them. 

“It is believed that the American Army 
has a mobile three-inch anti-aircraft. gun 
equal, if not superior to that of any other 
nation in its accyracy, fire power, depend- 
ability and mobility,’ Captain John K. 
Christmas, Assistant Chief of the Automotive 
Section of the Ordnance Department, stated 
in a recent report. 

‘The new tntt-aircraft maferial ean be trans- 
ported over the road from one firing location 
to anothér at the rate of forty miles per hour, 

Major-General Williams, Chief of Ordnance, 
asserts that the accuracy of these guns 1s 
far superior to World War types.

ANALYST’S REPLY TO JURY’S 
COMMENT. 

Professor H. ©. Candy, whose first examina. 
tion of the organs taken from the body cf 
Mr. Edmund Creighton Duff, fifteen months 
ago. was criticised by the jury at the close of 
the inquest on Tuesday, made a reply in an 
interview ‘yesterday: ‘‘ The- jury wishes to 
add a rider to their verdict, that the chemical 
examination of the organs, carried out ‘alter 
the first post-mortem examination, was not 
conducted with suificient care.” This the 
Coroner refused to accept. 

Professor Candy said: ' Since I have read 
the foreman’s words again, it looks that as if 
the jury were under the. impression that the 
organs that I examined fifteen months ago, 
and in which I]. found no arsenic, were after- 
wards miraculously preserved and re-examined 
by someone else, who then discovered arsenic. 
Of course, the organs examined afterwards 
were not those that I tested. 

"Al that I can say is that I tested these 
organs properly for arsenic by a method which 
I have eften employed before, but found none. 
It ridiculous for the jury to suggest 
carelessness. Í am not a tyro. 

“T] feel now. however, that intelligent 
people who read the proceedings, and think it 
over, will conclude that the Coroner was right 
in suppressing the rider. The whirligig of 
time will bring its own revenge.

Posing as the daughter of the senior partner 
in a noted firm of Montreal solicitors, the gul 
HEART i. that she came ón her honeymoon toa 
reland, but that. her husband left her in 
Dublin, ‘and went off with his real wife, 
inferring that he was a bigamist. 

The “ bride ” has visited various solicitors, 
and described her plight. 
has accompanied her tale of woe with a 
request for a loan, as múch as ‘£100 having 
been asked from a Belfast solicitor. 
endeavoured to; give a semblance oí truth to 
her story by pointing out that’ the name of 
her father’s firm appears on the Empire Law 
List. It is understood that several solicitors 
have advanced money and cabled to the firm 
named in Montreal: for further instructions.

manager, which stated that the fishing 
carried on by the defendants had resulted 
in very serious injury to the company. it 
was of the greatest importance tu the 
company, the affidavit wont on, that the 
deferidants should be restrained from tha 
trespass complained of, which, if con- 
tinued, would greatly damage the plaintiffs 
and reduce the value of the fishery for 
sume years. In a net seized. in June last 
he saw salmon enmeshed. 
FISHERMEN’S GATHERINGS. 

Mr. Lowry then referred to the lease of 
the fishery from the Irish Society to the 
present company, and said a very sub- 
stantial rent was being paid for the fishery 
rights. The rent, in fact, was £6,083 for 
a term of tuirty years, . That, of course; 
included the River Bann, and was appor- 
tioned, roughly, two-thirds in respect of 
the Foyle and one-third in respect of the 
Bann. In the lease the company were 
bound to prevent trespass or any illegal 
fishing, and in the past the company had 
to fight very substantial actions in this 
respect, and always with success. 

A further affidavit of Captain Kinnaird’s 
was read. This related how he saw fifteen 
boats, with four motor boats, manned by 
sixty men, on the Foyle. They then 
went ashore, and later the party was two 
hundred strong. He asserted that these 
men were gathered to damage the com- 
pany’s property, and that it would be 
risky to approach them. 

“I think it is apparent that service in 
the ordinary way cannot be effected,’’ com- 
mented. Mr. Lowry. He then asked his 
lordship to deem the service by registered 
letter good, and said it could be hardly 
stated that these men were being taken by 
surprise. 3 

His lordship then made the order in re- 
spect of the service. 

“ MERRY MONARGH’S ” CHARTER. 

Mr. Lowry next applied for the con- 

tinuance of the injunction’ to restrain the 
defendants from fishing. In support of 
it, he read an affidavit by Mr. Lane, the 
solicitor of the company and also of the 
lrish Society. 
This affidavit of Mr. Lane’s referred to 
the charter of King Charles II., setting 
up the Irish Society, and granting to if 
‘the whole water, the whole fishing, and 
the taking of fishes’’ in the Foyle. He 
also referred to actions. on the subject 
of the Society’s rights and to the finding 
of a jury in 1856, declaring that 

The Irish Society have the exclusive 
right of fishery in the River Feyle 
and Lough Foyle from the Green Brae 
fishery of the Marquis of Abercorn 
and the Karl of Erne, below the town 
of Lifford, to the open sea at the 
ferry between the point of Magilligan 
and Greencastle. 


“THE ONLY REMEDY.” 

No claim to fish for salmon in Lough 
Foyle against the will of the owners had 
been made until recent years, and on 
several occasions summary proceedings 
had been taken against persons found 
trespassing on the fishery in the Foyle, 
the affidavit proceeded. 

Mr. Lane’s ‘affidavit also stated that 
certain men, believed to be present de- 
fendants, undertook tn 1910, if not prose- 
cuted. for fishing illegally in the Foyle, 
to refrain from fishing illegally therein in 
future. Finally the bua from the Irish 
Society to the present company was 
referred to. 

Mr, Lowry at the close submitted that 
in this case the only remedy was an in- 
junction to protect this valuable property, 
for. which’a rent of £4,000 was being paid. 
Apart from the salmon actually captured. 
spawning was prevented, and this would 
result in serious loss in future years. 
The plaintiffs were substantial people, 
and could abide any damages that might 
be given against them.

‘All I will say on the partioular proposals 
that ‘are put forward is that, if this country 
is to be calied upon to make anv further 
sacrifices in the economic sphere, it ought 
to demand and to receive satisfaction in the 
political sphere. 

‘Those. sacrifices, heavy and burdensome 
sacrifices, added to the ones which we have 
already made, can only be justified if, as a 
result of a conference to which they are 
made, the peace of Europe is rendered more 
secure, and all of us are able to go about 
our business with on added confidence and 
an added assurance that the. catastrophies 
of a few years ago are not to be repeated 
in the time of our children or cur children’s 
children.’’

THE IRISH TREATY. 

Sir Austen recalled that it was more than 
forty years since, as a young mah, he first 
came to that club to meet the leading Liberal 
Unionists of Ulster of that time, to consult 
with ‘them how they could best help one 
another in the campaign which had then 
begun about Home Rule. To mention 
that forty years was to show how far 
and how fast the world had travelled 
since then. The hope which bound them at 
that time, that Ireland by wise legislat*on 
and fruitful reforms, might be reconciled to 


“her position and her full part in a United 


Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland had 
passed beyond their reach into a realm of 
dreams that were dreams, but were never 
to be fulfilled. But he, with his long ex» 
perience and some disappointments, yet 1¢ 
mained an optimist, and though that had 
worked out beyond what they had hoped, 
and though the close union which they hoped 
to preserve had dissolved, the rights of 
Ulster had been recognised. Her part and 
her share in the United Kingdom, her de- 
termination of her own fate, was set beyond 
contest for all future time, and only by her 
own assent would any one ever try to alter 
her present situation. 

Unaoubtedly, cne of the greatest problenis 
that confronted them to-day was the new 
competition which the trade of their country 
had to face in the markets of the world. The 
chairman had alluded to the difficulties which 
the restoration of the gold standard created 
for traders, and, above all, especially for 
export traders. That was true, and if they 
took only a very short view they might well 
regret the restoration of that standard. But 
let them remember that Great Britain's 
credit had stood as the outstanding financial 
feature of the world, and they were even 
to-day a great creditor nation. 


ENGLAND’S CREDIT. 

He said that for a nation such as they 
were, to restore their credit as rapidly as 
possible, to place their exchanges on the 
most favourable basis for the purchase of 
those raw materials and of those foodstuffs 
was an essential necessity, not, perhaps, of 
immediate success, but of ultimate sound 
economic recovery. He ventured to pre- 
dict—though after his years of experience 
he was not much given to prophecy—he ven- 
tured to predict that twenty years hence, 
looking back upon those events, vo trader 
would regret that at the cost of such greiit 
sacrifices the credit of England and of the 
United Kingdom was once more testored to 
its high level and placed beyond dispute o: 
criticisin, 


ORGANISATION IN INDUSTRY. 

He remembered being told by a member of 
an English party of industrialists—industrial 
leaders—who had en present and were 
taking part in one of those meetings between 
British and German industrialists which had 
taken place since the war, that while among 
the German delegation there were. some men 
who could speak in the name of each trade, 
there was, among the British industrial re- 
presentatives, only one who could speak in 
the name of his trade. The others, how- 
ever full their knowledge, however grea! 
their experience, could only speak as indi- 
viduals, and not for an organised trade. He 
ventured to suggest (he, whose life had lain 
on other fields, and of whom they might 
think it an impertinence to give counsel to 
business men on business matters), that in 
the new world created by the war organisa- 
tion in industry was as necessary as 
organisation in the Govérnment, and while 
individual effort. was as necessary in its place 
as ever it was, individual efforts must be 
combined into a trade effort if their trade 
efforts and their trade were to keep their 
viace in the new and keener and more close 
competition! which they had to meet to-day. 

If they combined in that way, and if, as a 
result of that combination, they placed at 
the disposal of the Government not merely 
experts, but authoritative exponents of the 
views of business, he thought they would 
have less complaint to make of Governments 
under that head, and the Government would 
be grateful for the additional assistance which 
they brought.

TRISH. CHOIR’S GOOD 
PERFORMANCE.

LIVERPOOL, Wednesdan. 

‘The only Irish entrant at the Eisteddfod 
to-day, Miss Florence Culwick’s Dublin Choral 
Society, was placed third in the competition 
for ladies’ choirs of forty voices. 

Test pieces weres—‘‘The Fairies,’’ un- 
accompanied, by Stanford; ‘‘She Only is the 
Pride,” madrigal, una¢companied, by Robert 
Jones, and ‘‘ Daffodils,’ by H. F. Eliingford. 
With 264 marks first place was awarded to the 
Rhondda Choir, while Woodward’s Choir came 
second with 256. Miss Culwick’s choir gained 
251 marks. 

DIFFICULT TEST PIECES. 

A‘ feeling of enthusiasm ran through the 
large audience as the various choirs completed 
their numbers. The audience, which was 
essentially Welsh, was not, however, partisan, 
and the Irish choir were applauded loudly. 
The test pieces were difficult, and in the 
adjudication the judges had some comments 
to make on faulty intonation and general 
musical effect. The criticism on the perform- 
ance of Miss Culwick’s' Choir was mild and 
sympathetic. Jn their rendering of the third 
test piece the Dublin competitors were excel- 
lent, and surpassed some of the Welsh choirs 
well known for their choral singing. The 
adjudicators were Dr. Protheroe, Sir Ivor 
Atkins, and Dr. Caradog Roberts. 


CHIFF CHORAL COMPETITION. 

Seven choirs competed in the chief choral 
competition, the main event of the day. There 
were, entries from America, Wales, London 
and Dulhlin, which was represented bv the 
Dublin Choral Society, under Miss Culwick. 
Two choirs withdrew from the competition. 
and the remaining six furnished upwards of 
ors thousand choristers, 

Test pieces were :—‘‘Sanctus.”’ from Mass 
in B Minor (Bach): Chorus of Sea Fall, from 
“Dylan,” by Holbrooke; “The Sands of 
Dee," D. G. Williams, unaccompanied. The 
adjudicators were:—Sir Ivor Atkins. Mr. 
Vincent Thoms, Dr. Protheroe, Dr. De Lloyd, 
and Dr. Caradog Roberts. 

The comnetition, which was full of interest. 
was won by Port. Talbot Society with 273 
marks. Llangefni Society was second with 
270 marks: Stockhridee was third with 265. 
and the Dublin Choral Society was fourth with 
260. Beantifully balanced in the last two test 
pieces, the Irish choir failed in the Bach 
“ Sanctus.’’ which was undovbtedly the most 
difficult piece of the tests. It requires great 
effort to produce the volume, coupled with 
sweet music. and, though the attempt was 
well made, the Trish choir was only awarded 
&l marks for the song. With 95 marks for 
the second piece, they tied with the winners, 
and again in the third piece with 88 marks. 
Tt was a narrow victory, and the Trish choirs, 
though their hasty journev from Dublin was 
in vain, can feel provd of having competed 
in a competit'on which was the most enjoy- 
able and popular in the whole Eisteddfod. 


COTTON CRISIS 
UNSOLVED. 


STOPPAGE MAY BE 
KX TENDED.

There were indications yesterday that the 
stoppage in the cotton trade may extend to 
the fustian manufacturing industry, which 
employs 2, operatives. With the an- 
nouncement of the Prime Minister’s concern 
at the continuation of the stoppage, how- 
ever, a more hopeful situation was creafed, 
Mr. Macdonald’s gtatement was interpreted 
as an appeal to the disputing parties to exert 
themselves to the utmust to find a way out 
of the deadlock, and it has been welcomed in 
Lancashire business circles generally. 

“A SENSIBLE STEP.'' 

“ While it contains no practical proposal,” 
said a representative employer, ' the issue of 
the statement is a sensible step to have taken. 
It emphasises, in effect, the profound trath 
of an observation which fell from Sir Horace 
Wilson, Permanent Secretary of the Ministry 
of Labour, ‘when he met the parties in the 
Conference, which so unfortunately broke 
down, more than a week ago.” 

‘The Government,” Sir Horace pointed 
out, “has not a magic wand, by the mere 
waving of which it can produce a solution.”’ 

The men’s leaders gave a favourable re- 
ception to the Prime Minister’s statement, 
one of them remarking that it came at a 
moment when, black as the outlook seemed, 
some rays of hope appeared to be bursting 
through the gloom from other directions. 
This was said in allusion to-the rumoured in- 
clination of some employers towards arbitra- 
tion. 

Mr. A. Nasmith, Secretary of the Weavers’ 
Amalgamation, said that this was a hopeful 
sign. His own suggestion was that the mills 
might be re-opened on the old terms, pending 
arbitration. á 

Mr. James Bell, Secretary of the Northern 
Counties’ United Textile Workers’ Federa- 
tion, who was the operatives’ spokesman in 
the previous conferences with the employers, 
said: “‘As far as the operatives are con- 
cerned, they would welcome any mediation, 
either by the Prime Minister or any of the 
Government Departments. There is, I believe, 
a tendency among employers on the manu- 
facturing side of the trade to favour arbitra- 
tion. If this develops, there is some hore 
that the parties soon may be brought together. 
[ do not think that there is any other way 
out of the deadlock but arbitration.”’ 

Mr. Bell was careful to point out that the 
operatives for whom he spoke on the manu- 
facturing side of the industry could not 
accept a reduction of wages as a basis for 
arbitration. In their view arbitration should 
follow the line of investigation as to the 
causes which had led to the trouble in the 
industry, and as to whether any wage reduc- 
tion was a remedy at all. Inquiries among the 
employers showed that, officially, both the 
chef orgamsations — the Master Cotton 
Spinners” Federation and the Cotton Spinners 
and Manufacturers’ Association — are still 
ovposed to arbitration, and it was denied. that 
this method had formed the subject of any 
concrete discussion in Tuesday's. meeting. 

EMPLOYERS’ ATT(‘TUDE. 

Arbitration. in the view of the employers, 
said cne of the leading personalities on that 
side. means an attempt to dictate from above 
the terms for regulation of wages paid for 
labour. No Government could force a cotton 
spinner to open his mill at a rate of wages 
that he was unable, or unwilling, to pay. On 
the other hand, no Government could force ap 
operative to accept that rate of pay and go 
on working. The employers. he added, were 
well aware of the failure of the Australian 
experiment in the imposition of artificial 
settlements of wage rates in industry. 

Interest attaches to to-day’s meeting in 
Manchester of the Central Board of the 
Northern Counties’ Textile Trade Federation. 
representing a number of unions on the manu- 
facturing side of the industry—the section of 
the trade in which rumour savs that the 
employers are leaning towards arbitration. 

THE FUSTIAN TRADE. 

A slight extention of the stoppage may 
result from the second ballet. which the 
Fustian, Manufacturers’ Association is now 
taking among its members on the question. of 
supporting the chief employers’ organisations 
ia an effort to secure a reduction of wages. 
The ballot taken before the main stoppage 
showed a vote of seventy-eight per cent Sn 
favour of falling into line with the other 
emtjloyers, but as eighty per cent. ia the 
mihimum required to warrant enforcement of 
a reduction, or the closing of mills, failing 
the acceptance by the operatives of á reduc- 
tion, nothing was done. 

Tae second ballot is returnable for Saturday 
next, and the result will be announced on 
Wednesday of next week. 

A mass meeting of weavers at Oldham 
yesterday passed a resolution stating that 
they did not agree that there was room for 
4 reduction in wages (which were already 
too low), and pledging themselves to support 
their officials in thei resistance to the em- 
ployers’ demand. 

Mr. James Bell, the secretary, said that 
few weavers got £2 per week. Instead of 
proposing a cut, the employers should brirg 
in aninimum rates for adult workers in the 
cotton mills.

patients. be erected in Mullingar at an esti- 
mated £1,000. 

Dr. Boyd Barrett said that this seemed to 
be a satisfactory solution of the problem. 
He would not recommend building on economic 
grounds. He would prefer a country man- 
sion to a workhouse, but he had visited several 
esidences in Westmeath and found none ol
